W ashington, Ju ly 24 (ZP)— Leg­ 
islation freezing the social secur­ 
ity payroll tax at one percent for

For Faking Holdup 


Marquette, Mich.— P l e a d i n g 
guilty to making a false and mis­ 
leading report of a crime to a po­ 
lice radio station, Mike Kelly yes­ 
terday 
was 
sentenced 
to serve 
nine 
months 
in the county jail, 
thereby winding up proceedings 
that followed a fake holdup at 
K elly’s Slide, his drinking place 
in Negaunee township, on June 30. 
The sentence was meted out by 
Judge Frank A. Bell in a special 
.session of Marquette circuit court. 
The offense to which Kelly plead­ 
ed guilty was a circuit court mis­ 
demeanor. 
On motion of Prosecutor John 
Voelker, 
charges 
of 
conspiracy 
filed in Marquette municipal court 
against Kelly and his companion, 
Ernest Brodie, were dismissed by 
Judge Charles Swanson. 
Brodie 
is serving 75 days for making a 
fictitious report of a crime, having 
been sentenced by Judge Robert 
Northey 
in Negaunee city court 
Ju ly 7. 
In moving for dismissal, Voel­ 
ker said that the necessity by law 
of convicting both defendants of 
the 
felony of conspiracy before 
either could be held guilty dicta­ 
ted the action. 
Since 
it 
appeared that Brodie 
was “ comparatively less culpable” 
than Kelly and had confessed his 
guilt, thereby assisting authorities 
to prove K elly’s guilt, it would be 
inequitable to press c h a r g e s 
against him, Voelker declared. 


LINCOLN PAPERS 
LACK SENSATION 


Sealed 
Documents Will 
Not Reveal Scandal, 
Scholars Say 


Youth Confesses 


Chicago 
(ZP)— The papers 
of 
Abraham Lincoln to be 
opened 
Ju ly 26 in Washington after being 
sealed for 21 years, probably w ill 
not reveal any 
sensational 
new 
events in Lincoln’s life. But they 
will be of great value to histor­ 
ians. 
This is the general opinion of a 
group of leading Lincoln author­ 
ities. 
Although the life and writings 
of the Civil W ar president 
have 
been studied minutely for 
many 
years, there has been one big gap. 
This was the large amount of ma­ 
terial found in Lincoln’s desk, in­ 
cluding letters 
written 
to 
him, 
drafts of documents 
and 
many 
other items left to his son, Robert 
Todd Lincoln. 
Robert Lincoln kept these pa­ 
pers for many years and permitted 
no one to see them except the pre­ 
sident’s secretaries, John Nicolay 


and John May. They had use of 
the papers for their 
monumental 
life of Lincoln but every page or 
their work was censored by 
the 
president's son. 
In 1923, Robert stipulated that 
his father’s papers should not be 
opened until 21 years 
after 
his 
own death. He died Ju ly 26, 1926. 
There have been reports of sen­ 
sational things 
in 
these papers. 
Some who believe there was a plot 
in the cabinet 
against 
Lincoln’s 
political career and even 
his life 
have hoped these long-suppressed 
writings would provide some clu­ 
es. 
However, most scholars now feel 
either that no such plot existed or, 
if it did, these papers w ill neither 
confirm or deny it. 
Why did Robert Lincoln seal his 
father’s papers for 21 years after 
his death? Many stories are 
cur­ 
rent but one of the most important 
comes from Dr. Eisenschiml. 
He says he talked with Robert’s 
secretary some years ago and she 
told her version of why the papers 
were sealed. 
A former Senator from Indiana. 
Albert J. Beveridge, had begun his 
book on Lincoln and went to Rob­ 
ert for facts in 1923. Beveridge re­ 


portedly had found evidence that 
convinced him that Thomas Lin ­ 
coln was not the father 
of 
the 
war-time president and apparent­ 
ly he asked Robert about it. 
The 
secretary said she soon heard loud 
voices from the room and Beve­ 
ridge rushed out, his face purple. 
The secretary was then told by 
Robert to write a letter to his life 
insurance company 
asking 
how 
long 
Beveridge 
might 
possibly 


live. 
Investigation 
showed 
that 
Beveridge would probably not live 
beyond 1943. 
Lincoln is said to have told his 
secretary, “ we w ill 
add 
a 
few 
years to that, then 
my 
father’s 
papers will be of no use to him.” 
(Beveridge died in 1927.) The do­ 
cuments were then sealed and sent 
to the Library of Congress, where 
they have remained (hidden from 
the public.)
